The seekers of publicity know this 
and take advantage of it. 
They attain a temporary notoriety : 
and importance by creating the appearance of being in the Chief 
M agistrates confidence; of giving him advice and coloring his 
mind.

He greets the President fervidly, says some­ 
thing pleasant and banal by way of passing the time of day and 
then plunges in, “Mister President, will you please 
”

one minute of actual elapsed time Mr. Wilson used to say “No” 
and call it a day’s work so far as that particular visitor was con­ 
cerned.
